Reasons For Allowance

Claims 1-20 are allowed.

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed 
invention of genetically solving for an optimal integrated circuit layout, as claimed by 
applicant. Specifically, independent claims 1, 8, and 15 disclose a three-step process of 
a) creating separate populations, b) cross breeding the populations by combining 
parents from each population, and c) selecting second-generation solutions. 

3. The closest prior art of Koza 1 teaches Genetic programming but fails to teach or 
suggest a three-step process of a) creating separate populations, b) cross breeding the 
populations by combining parents from each population, and c) selecting second- 
generation solutions. To the extent that this set of features is not found in the cited prior 
art, the present case is held to be allowable over the art of record by Examiner.
